It says he suffer- 
ed the wound the fifteenth day in the 
front line trenches, n rifle ball pass- 
ing through his left hand, lie ex- 
plaiiJed to his parents that he had 
been placed in charge of a machine 
gun squad, which accounted for his 
rifle not being clejin. When relie%-ed

There is more than one way to 


save wheat. The one means which 
1ms been .emphasized mostly of late 
is by using substitutes for 
wbcnt 


flour. 
But there is another way 


which is equally important—that is 
for every fanner hauling -wheat lo 
market to make certain that none 
will be lost from his wagonbeil. 


Many comments have been made 


by people traveling over the fonnty, 
many of them farmer*, about 
the 


bushels upon bushels of wheat that 
have 'been wasted because precau- 
tions were not taken to prevent loss 
in hauling it to the elevator.

sugar to 1 gallon of water and 
straining, adds to the flavor of the 
canned berries. The .use ,of. berry 
juice expressed from extra" berries 
instead of water in making; the sirup 
will give a richer color- and'flavor."
